The Wealth of North Carolina. 

Northern enterprise and Northern capial 
will aoon have a new and profitable field in 
North Carolina. < >n either side of tbe rail- 
road from the ocean to one hundred miles 
inland, stretch the dense forests of turpen- 
tine. Tbe trees need but tapping and the 
turpentine flows. Rosin and tar are but the 
lees of the pungent terebethina. Striking 
turpentine will be as profitable as striking 
oil for a few years to come. The indica- 
tions are above the surface, and are assured- 
ly sure. From Wilmington, too, rich and 
extensive turpentine tracts stretch away lor 
miles and miles. Where the turpentine re- 
gion ceases the cotton country begins. Gins 
and presses, all the implements of the royal 
plant are here. Tbe soil is adapted to the 
growth of the fluffy staple; enterprising 
cultivators alone are needed. 

The mineral wealth of tbe State is most 
abundantin tbe counties of Randolph, Guil- 
ford and Chatham. These counties were 
the noted Union counties of the State in tbe 
day when rebellion was at its height. 
Among the inhabitants are a goodly num- 
ber of Quakers. Indeed all of the persua- 
sion of Friends in North Carolina may be 
said to reside in these three counties. Al- 
beit t e mineral wealth hidden in this lo- 
cality, the soil is not by any meaus sterile, 
on the contrary the land is arable to a re- 
markable degree. Water power abouds, 
and nature favors tbe development of the 
Tich mineral resources of this region. — [Cor.

"GOOD GOD! THE PRESIDENT IS KILLED." 

We had returned to Beaufort, and were 
on the eve of going upon shore to enjoy a 
social interview, befcre setting out for Sa- 
vannah, when a telegram came to Senator 
Wilson from Gen. Gilmore. As the boy 
that brought it passed me, I jocosely asked 
him some questions about it. Presently 
Senator Wilson cameout of his cabin, much 
agitated, and said, "Good Ood! tbe Presi- 
dent is killed !" and read the dispatch. It 
was not grief, it was sickness tbat 1 felt. 

In one half-hour we had wheeled upon 
our keel, and were plowing our way back 
to Hilton Head, whither we had telegraph- 
ed that we might immediately leave for the

FORT SUMTER. 
After a hasty meal, we were transferred 
to the little steamer "Admiral"— not alto- 
gether admirable — when we winded our 
way through tbe channel skirting Morris 
Island, not quite forgetful tbat there had 
not long ago been torpedoes submerged 
there for the reception of unwelcome 
guests. 

As we rounded into the harbor, all eyes 
were strained to see the object of our pil- 
grimage—Fort Sumter. At last we beheld 
it, witb strange trembling. For myself, I 
know not what that muteness may come 
from of the soul, that sense of being almost 
petrified, with ?Aiich one looks ui>on a 
long desired sight, and, from very excess 
of feeling, has no feeling. So I looked on 
those shores, on those batteries, and chiefly 
on tbat heaped-up fort. It rises suddenly 
out of the water, having the appearance of 
a vast brick-kiln that has. tumbled in on 
h i i v side. For, there is but a single face 
of tbe old wall -the one which looks to- 
ward the city— that remains to show at al! 
what was tbe form of this fort. All the 
rest of it, as it seemed to our eyes then, 
was but a heap of mortar and brick, bat- 
tered, and sloping down into the water, in 
as shapeless and confused a mass as is 
formed by the stones that fall from the 
Palisades, and lie heaped up at the foot of 
tbe cliffs.

THE PLANTER AND ROBERT SMALL. 

The harbor was populous with ships, and 
though I thought I had seen ships dressed 
Ijefore, all that I had ever seen before were 
stark naked as compared with these, that, 
from stem to stern, carried, line upon line 
of every form aud color of flags through 
the whole rigging. There was ship after 
ship, and ship after ship, thus gorgeously 
arrayed, until it seemed as though the raiii- 
bow bean parted and divided among 
the fleet. And, although there were the 
men-of-war, that bore silent thunders, al- 
though there were the minitors, lying tur- 
tle-like on the surface of the sea, I confess 
that the strangest, and, in many respects, 
tbe most interesting, sight that I saw there 
S7M that little clay-colored craft, the Plan- 
ter, which the black man, Robert Small, 
right in the face of the forts of the enemy, 
brought out of tbe harbor, and delivered to 
our blockade fleet, which he now com- 
mands, and on which he brought such an 
assembly of colored people from Charles- 
ton to behold their flag, as I think never 
was put on any craft before. They covered 
the lower deck, they were heaped up on it. 
They covered the upper decks, they were 
bsaped up on them, if you have ever seen 
t Western pigeon-roost, where trees were 
six deep with pigeons on each particular 
branch, then you can form some conception 
of how the Planter looked. If there was 
anything on tbat occasion which was full 
ef inwardness, of silence, of joyful solem- 
nity unexpressed, it was the seeing these 
creatures. I did not see their physical as- 
pects. Witbin their dusky forms I beheld 
new men in the resurrection of liberty. It 
was the joyful morning of freedom; and I 
could not resist the impulse to wave to 
them, alone, my hat, in cheers, as it were. 
Their being there was the most significant 
fact, to me, of all tbe facts of that occa- 
sion.

THE EVENT OF ALL EVENTS. 
Then came the event of all events. From 
a leathern bag, in which it had been 
brought, Hart, who, when the flag had l>eeu 
shot down, hoisted it again in the fierce bat- 
tle of Fort Sumter: Hart, who had been a 
faithful servant of Gen. Anderson, and a 
faithful soldier as well; H'.rt, who had 
been selected to care for and keep the flag, 
and to prepare it on this occasion— from a 
leathern bag be now drew forth that pre- 
cious ensign. I had scarcely thought, ex- 
cept in general, that it would be a glorious 
thing to see tbe old flag llfcytt again; and, 
when be began to draw it forth from its 
hiding-place, I looked upon it with a sort of 
uucurious eye, rather wondering if it was 
torn or fretted away, or if tbe breeze would 
find *hat its fiber was decayed. 1 scarcely 
knew what was in me or about me. But, 
when one corner had been attached, and 
another corner had beeu attac ied, and 
Gen. Anderson had been handed the cords, 
and be had begun to draw them, and the 
lag had gone up some ten or twelve feet, I 
looked up; and if tbe heavens had broken, 
and poured down their influences on me, I 
could not have been so surcharged, and so 
'jorne away, as I was in that strange and 
surpassing moment. For, as in a vision, 
the whole round circle of events came up 
before me. There went up that old flag; 
and in a second sight I saw by it men in 
times past, and in times to come. I dis- 
solved, and cried like a child, like a wo- 
man, or rather, like a man. And I had 
company, for tears were falling on every 
side. Lp it went, aud up, brighter and 
clearer and nobler, till its stars ioucbed the 
v«ry top. Women fainted for exeess of feel- 
ing. Men clasped each other in convul- 
sions of emotion. Many prayed. Some 
wept. And w hen the flag bad reached its 
highest point, and a few words had been 
solemnly and fitly spoken by Gen. Ander- 
son, he retired some steps back. It was 
public, and I, tnerefore, may say that no 
sweeter scene was ever witnessed than that 
which transpired when his wife clasped 
him, and fell upon his neck, weeping, and 
bis children gathered about him. To me it 
was doubly beautiful, because of the words 
that I had heard him speak before we left 
New York. His wife was a Georgian wo 
man. Every relative that she has in the 
world is recession.

Betimes the next morning, which was 
bright and cheery, I betook myself to a sur- 
vey of the city. As I issued from the 
house, forth aud back walked a sable senti- 
nel before my brother's door. He seemed 
every inch a man; and, for aught tbat I 
could see, he was as faithful as if ho had 
been white, and worn his country's uni- 
form. 

Right opposite, in the square, stood the 
city arseual, builded on purpose to defend 
the city agaiust colored men in insurrec- 
tion. Now it is occupied by a regiment of 
colored men, defending the city against 
white men iu insurrection [Laughter.]

SO MAY EVERT MAN STARVE. 
The Government gives rations twice a 
week to those who are too poor to live 
without charity. And there, in a throng, 
perhaps numbering two or three hundred, 
were all colors, all ages, and ull condi- 
tions — the shabby, the shabby genteel, the 
genteel, the old, the young, those that had 
been rich, those that bad always been 
poo«* tbe black, and tbe white— all on the 
same errand, and some wrangling and 
contending. The\ r went into a building at 
one door, received their ration, and passed 
out at another door. It is a day of hu- 
miliation when the old white population 
of Charleston are fed, together with the 
blacks, by tbe United States Govern m.-nt, 
as paupers — paupers because they would 
not be patriots. So may every man starve 
to the end of his days, who lifts his hand 
against this dear old country! [Great ap-

SLAVES VS. GOV. AIKEN. 

The next day 1 heard an account of Gov. 
Aikeu from his owu slaves, aud I confess 
tbat it placed the matter in a very differ- 
ent light. And, when I had listened to 
tiieir story of his treatment of them, and 
their feelings toward him, and his story 
of bis treatment of tbem, and his feelings 
toward them, I felt that I had the whole 
subject rounded out. Nor was I any more 
iu iove with slavery than I had been. 
We shall never know what slavery is, un- 
til tbe slaves tell us.

CALHOUN'S GRAVE. 

I entered that graveyard, not to read the 
ditlerent inscriptions on the monuments of 
old families of Charleston, but simply to 
look, with a sad eye, upon a ufktrble slab 
tbat records one single name— Calhoun. 
That is the record of the rebellion. All this 
great crop of war is from the dragon- 
toothed doctrines that were sowed by the 
hands of that dangerous man. Born in 
1782, be died in 1?*H). He graduated at 
Yale College. It was of him that Dr. 
liwight said, after a discussion with him 
on the origin of political power, "That 
young man has talent enough to be Presi- 
dent of the United States." Because he 
was not made President, he determined to 
destroy the United States, such wa« his 
malign ambition. He studied law in my 
own native State, spendingeighteen months 
in the law school at Litchtield. He return- 
ed to South Carolina to complete his stud- 
ies, and to practice law; but he soon entered 
public life. He was not much of a speaker 
nor writer. His power lay in conversa- 
tion. In that department he had not, per- 
haps, his equal ou the continent. A singu- 
lar power he had over young men. It may 
be said that every young man of any emi- 
nence or power in South Carolina was a 
disciple of Mr. Calhoun. A striking ex- 
ample of his wonderful personal influence 
was afforded in the case of a young man, 
in l&t-, that was strongly opposed to seces- 
sion till he went to visit Mr. Calhoun, after 
which he was flaming for secession. By 
thin magician he was transformed in a sin- 
gle interview. The effect of his mind upon 
the minds of young men was marvelous. 
And there, now, stands his monument 
brooding over his dust. And a ruined, 
shattered city, demoralized and destroyed, 
is a commentary on his doctrines. Already 
vandal hands were beginuing to chip off 
the marble, to bring back pebbles as me- 
morials. What ou earth should a man 
want a memorial of Calhoun for? And if 
one wanted it, what must be tbe measure 
of tbat want that would lead him to dese- 
crate a grave, and br^ak down gravestones, 
tbat he might have something to put on 
his mantel-piece, or on bis cabinet-shelf, 
and say, "I stole that from the grave of 
< "alhoun?"

A BLACK DAUGHTER OF ZION. 
And yet, there was one church in which 
I ministered myself. It was my privilege 
to preach in Charleston on Sunday morn- 
ing, a week ago, at Zion Church— the Afri- 
can church. About three thousand people 
were there. Enough of them were white 
to say that there were white people there. 
There were a number of officers, and a 
few'strangers present; but the great body 
of the house was filled with the intelligent 
part of the colored population of Charles- 
ton. I know not that I shall ever preach 
with such sensations again. I have preach- 
ed about slaves and slavery; but to stand 
in the midst of such a great audience, and 
feel, "Here they are. and they are now 
come to life and to light," struck me 
through with such sensations as I never 
had before. And, according to tbe meas- 
ure that Ged gave me, I preached the Gos- 
pel to them. 

One little incident was peculiarly charm- 
ing to my feelings. I gave out, for the sec- 
ond hymn, 

"Daughter of Zion, from the dust 
Exalt thy fallen head." 
You will find it to be an almost perfect 
description of Charleston itself. There sat, 
four or five pews in front of me, seven or 
eight old men that attempted to choir it— 
for they were going to be respectable, aud 
sing as white iolks do. I did not go to hear 
them sing so: I went to hear black folks 
sing in their own way, and was thirsty for 
the old negro melodies, the wild, wailing, 
half-chant tunes which I had heard so much 
about. But I got only church music in the 
first singing. And I was obliged to line out 
the words. I repeated again, 

"Daughter of Zion, from the dust 
Exalt thy fallen bead," 
and looked down to see if they were go- 
ing to sing; and, while these men were 
getting ready, there broke out on my left 
the voice of a young maiden, apparently 
twelve or thirteen years of age, iu one of 
their characteristic plantation melodies. 
She went through the first line before 
another voice was heard. Everybody look- 
ed at everybody in surprise. On the next 
line a few voices joined hers. And on the 
next about a third of the audience took up 
the hymn and sang it to the end. I know 
not whether this young maiden thought 
that I bad called her, when I said, "Daugh- 
ter of Zion" [Laughter.] but the style of 
singing in which she led off was just what 
I wanted to hear.

CHARLESTON SCHOOLS. 

The schools in Charleston are very flour 
ishing; and, although all the houses are 
not yet opened and occupied, under the 
zeal of Mr. Redpath, the superintendent of 
the schools there, they are being opened 
very rapidly, and crowded with scholars. 
And it is a peculiar feature of the schools 
i Charleston, that they are common.

had no more heart for pleasure. The heav 
ens seemed dark. Nothing was left, for the 
hour, but God, and his immutable provi- 
dence, and his decrees. I leaned on them, 
and was strengthened. But oh, tbe sadness 
of tbat company, and our nights' and our 
davs' voyaging'back ! We knew nothing 
but this : that the President had been as- 
sassinated. All the rest was reserved for 
our coming into the harbor. We hoped to 
have returned with great cheer, and to have 
come up this noblest bay of the world to see 
it lined with tokens of joy and beauty; but, 
instead of tbat, on a dreary morning, 
drenched, chilled, and sea-sick, we came 
creeping up the bay uuder a cloudy sky, fit 
symbol of our nation's loss, and betook our- 
selves to our several homes. 

Men, Drethern, God has dealt very hardly 
with us. He has taken many, many dear 
ones from your side and mine; but now he 
has taken the highest and the chiefest man 
in the nation. Yet, blessed be his name, 
be that dwelt in the burning bush is our 
<Jod. He that dwells in the storm is our 
God. He that sitteth King upon tbe flood 
is cur God. And the Judge of all the earth 
cannot but do right. And when the coun- 
sels that are inscrutable shall be unrolled, 
and eternity shall stand and interpret, you, 
and I, and all good and holy men, shall 
lift up our voices in heaven, to say, "Bless- 
ing and honor, and glory, and power, be 
unto him that sitteth upon the throne, for 
ever ami ever." 

The New York correspondent of the Lou- 
don Morning Star says: 

Mr. James Gordon Bennett is over seven- 
ty; and still, though hale and heartv, he 
comes rarely, I am told, to the Herald of- 
fice, leaving to Mr. Frederick Hudson the 
entire management of tbe journal. This 
gentleman has been the working editor and 
iniiuager of the paper for over twenty years. 
He is one of those extraordinary person- 
ages who give themselves up "body and 
mind to the accomplishment of one pur- 
pose, aud allow nothing short of death to 
stay their efforts. For more than a quar- 
ter of a century Mr. Hudson has be.-m the 
manager of the Herald— its guardian. 
Nothing escapes his notice; no fact is too 
trivial for his personal attention. Day and 
night ho may be found at his desk, readv 
to answer all questions, attend to all de- 
mands or reclamations, with a never-dis- 
turbed serenity. The Herald is his life. He 
cannot even for a short holiday leave it; and 
iu this community he is well known as is 
the journal itself. There can be no doubt 
that to this gentleman's rare capacity is due 
its great success. Now that Mr. Bennett 
has almost retired from active participation 
in its management, Mr. Hudson's retire- 
ment would, it is believed here, ruin the 
paper. 



Gov. Hahn of Louisiaua bas written a let- 
ter to Gen. Sherman transmitting resolu- 
tions of thanks from the Legislature to him 
and his army for their great achievements. 
I n his reply < len. Sherman avows tbe strong 
faith he always held in the permanency 
and strength of the Government, and that 
he could never be made to believe that our 
destiny would yield to the guidance "of the 
tew discontented demagogues of the South 
or its conceited cotton plauters and negro- 
owners." The Constitution, he adds, he 
had always regarded as a bargain, and that 
Slave property was to be respected at the 
North without going into its abstract mer- 
its or defects. Had tbe Southern people 
abided by the laws and the tribunals he 
would have maintained their rights; but 
when they ignored the contract and appeal- 
ed to war he held that he was no longer 
bound in law or honor to respect that "ob- 
noxious species of property." When the 
war is over he believed that wise men 
would adjust the affairs of tbe country "so 
that slaves will never again be bought or 
sold." The letter of Gen. Sherman is dated 
April 5. 

The first case of emancipation under the 
President's Proclamation was that of three 
negro boys escaping from Kirby Smith's 
army, who appeared before Lieut. Colonel 
Spies, Military Governor of the towns of 
Covington and Newport, Kentucky, Sep- 
tember 2.'5, 18o2, and were by him given 
tree papers.

Samuel Brucb was born near Canton, Ohio, 
on the 30th of December, 1831. His parents 
were originally from Pennsylvania, and 
removed to Dal ton, Ohio, during the ex- 
treme youth of tbe subject of our memoir. 
On bis attaining the age of thirteen years 
the decease of his father, after a long ill- 
ness left the family almost unprovided for, 
and the suppoit of a widowed mother and 
six children mainly de\olped upon Samu- 
el. He first tried farming, but soon, with 
the concurrance of his mother, determined 
to learn the tailor's trade and for that pur- 
pose went to Canton Ohio, where after one 
unsuccesful attempt, be managed to secure 
the position which he had desired. 

Tbe building in which the tailors' shop 
was situated, contained also the telegraph 
office. Samuel became fascinated with tha 
new mode of conveying intelligence, and 
although compelled to practice the strictest 
economy, paid the telegraphic operator at 
Canton for teaching him the art. After 
serving four years apprenticeship at the 
tailors' trade, which he was destined never 
to practice, he was engaged as operator in 
the Canton office for seven months, and 
thence was transferred to the Waynesboro, 
TV nn., office on the 1st of May, 1852. After 
three years residence at Waynesboro he 
* was engaged in the Nashville office for two 
i years; afterwards two years in Memphis, 
where he married and soon after came to 
Louisville, where he resided six years. 

During the autumn of 1801, when tbe late 
rebellion was assuming a portentous as- 
pect, it became necessary "for the National 
Government to take possession of the tele- 
graph lines which extended into rebellious 
territory. Tbe general independence of 
tbe military telegraph of the country was 
confided to Colonel Anson Stager, and at 
bis suggestion, Mr. Brucb, with the rank 
of captain, was appointed military super- 
intendent of the telegraph lines south of 
tbe Ohio river and west of the State of Vir- 
ginia. Capt. Brucb, from his advent into 
Louisville until tbis period, had been ope- 
rator and most of the time in charge of the 
Southwest rn Telegraph lines, and subse- 
quently attended to the interests of the Fed- 
eral Government and tbe Telegraph Com- 
pany, with entire satisfaction to both par- 
ties. 

Captain Bruch was emphatically a self- 
made man. The indigence and early de- 
cease of his lather, prevented his enjoying 
many advantages of lhe school room, jet 
during days of penury and toil, he acquir- 

which bis strong common sense turned to 
good account, Mr. Bruch was reserved 
and therefore but little known out of a lim- 
ited circle of friends; but his candor, ser- 
iousness, honesty and integrity won the ap- 
plause of all M ho knew him. Thoroughly 
loyal, and unswerving in his devotion to 
the Government, he was peculiarly fitted 
to discharge the duties of military superin- 
tendent of tbe telegraph lines, and bis as- 
siduousness in these duties caused the sick- 
ness which resulted in bis death. During 
the equiuoctial storms of last spring the 
wires, in the vicinity of Paducah, had been 
carried away and the submarine cable im- 
paired. With characteristic energy, Cap'. 
Bruch commenced these repairs and by ex- 
posure incurred thereby met his fate. 

The assistance which Capt. Bruch ren- 
dered the Goverment was second in impor- 
tance to that of but very few officers of tbe 
National army. To bis industry, energy, 
activity, and prudence was our Govern- 
ment indeb:ed for its ability to direct mili- 
tary operations in immediate proximity to 
the rebel lines and the close of the rebellion 
is due, in no small degree, to operators like 
Capt. Bruch who had the ability and will 
to second the wishes of our Government. 
As a man Capt. Bruch was highly es- 
within the circle of his acquaint- 
i a husband and father, he was emi- 
nently kind and social; as a son, one of the 
moat dutiful toward an early bereaved 
; and altogether a fine specimen of 
id integrity can do against 
adversity of fortuue. He baa gone to his 
rest, leaving an untarnished name and the 
remembrance of his noble qualities as a 
rich legacy to a sorrowing wife and her two 
orphan children.

bmi Returns hy Tax-Payers.— 
From the decision herewith published, it 
will be seen that tax-pavers cannot get 
their income returns ready auv too soon. 
Delay may render them liable to the 
twenty-five per cent, penalty. The blank* 
are now ready, and the assistant assessors 
are at their posts, but after the present 
month the lists will be made up lor return 
to the collector, and tax-payers will be wise 
to get their returns made up in time. Every 
tax-payer should take care to protect him- 
self, and he can only do this by making 
out his return in the proper time. 

TreasI'rv Department, Okhck ok In- 
ternal Rkvenik, Washington, March 
30, 1865. — Sir: In reply to yours of the 25th 
inst. 1 have to say, that the law requires 
that every person liable to an annual tax 
shall make his return on or before the first 
Monday in May. 

Immediately after that date it is the duty 
of the Assistant As>esv»r to rail upon ail 
persons who have failed to make return, 
and if any such |»erson is found at home, 
or at his usual place of business, he must 
U- prepared to lumish the return to the As- 
sistant at once, or he will be liable to as- 
sessment, with the penalty of twenty-live 
{lercent. In this case the ten days notice 
is not required. 

If any lax payer is absent from home or 
from his usual plarv ot business, when the 
Assistant calls for his return, the ten day's 
notice must be given, as the presumption 
is that the returu is ready and would be de- 
livered if the party were at home. 

You will see, therefore, that it is unneces- 
sary for Assistant Assessors to fill up the 
notice, when the blank is left with a tax- 
payer before the first Monday in May, and 
the same is the case with those delivered to 
tax-payers who are found at home after 
that date. 

The date of the notice will, therefore, be 
subsequent to the first Monday in May, in 
all casts where the notice is necessary* as a 
precedent 10 the assessment bv tin-

His lamily have 
just arrived, but with the loss of everything 
and of course destitute.

Trial of the Conspirators— The Charges 
against the Prisoners— Testimony ot 
Important Witnesses. 

Washington Mav l.">.— It appears from 
the minutes of the Military Court that on 
Saturday Samuel Arnold, through his 
counsel/Thonias Ewing, Jr., set up the plea 
that this military court has no power to try 
him, on the charges preferred, for the rea- 
son that in these times of peace, resort 
should be bad to the civil tribunals. The 
court after deliberation overruled the plea. 
Arnold then asked to be tried separately 
from the others, but this request was also 
denied. 

O'Laughlin has procured counsel, and is 
represented by Mr. Walter Cox and Col. 
Wm. K. Failer appeared for Atzurat and 
Payne. 

The charge against the prisoners is in 
substance as follows: 

For bet ween tbe Gth of March and the 
15th of April, 18»S5. conspiring with John II. 
Snrratt, John Wilkes Booth, Jefferson 
I >;t v in, George N. Sanders, B -verly Tucker, 
Jacob Thompson, Wm. C. Cleary, Clement 
OL Clay, George Harper, George Young 
and others unknown, to murder Abraham 
Lincoln, President of the United States, 
Andrew Johnson, Vice President, Win. II. 
Seward, Secretary of State, and U. S. Grant, 
Lieut. Gen. U. S. A. 

Washington, May 15.— On Saturday it 
was moved if tbe record created no objec- 
tion on tbe part of tbe Judge Advocate r 
the counsel for any or all of the accused, 
the presence of several witnesses need not 
l<e considered of material necessity. Mr. 
Aiken, assistant counsel for Mrs. Surratt, 
expressed his willingness to accede to such 
an arrangement, except iu the case of 
Welchman, who he desired to be present, 
however, that the witness 

Mr. Johnson, cousel lor Mrs. Surratt, this 
morning when tbe whole of tho testimouy 
^iveii by Mr. Welchman had been spread 
upon the records of the court, applied to be 
permitted to ask of him some questions be- 
fore he retired. This was objected to by 
Maj. Gen. Wallace on the ground that the 
witness had already been examined by 
counsel and a full and fair opportunity of- 
fered. 

Tbe Judge Advocate General then asked 
whether it was to be a cross-examination, 
aud being told that it was by the counsel, 
the court, under the Advocate's suggestion, 
demurred, as he could call up the witnesses 
herealter of the defendants, and it would be 
economy of time. 

General Wallace withdrew the objection, 
but said, however, he did so only far the 
time. He had placed his objection on the 
ground that these objections would prove 
interminable unless stopped by some rule, 
after the counsels have once had a full op- 
portunity for cross-examinations. 

Examination by Hon. Iteverdy Johnson 
— O. — I understand you to say on Saturday 
you went with Mrs. Surratt the lirst iimV 
on the Tuesday before the assassination iu 
a bu^rgy to Uniontown? 

Ans. — I don't know particular; can't say 
whether it was Union or not. Did you 
stop at a village? Ans. — She stopped at no 
particular village that I remember. Do 
you know Mr. Boyd? Ans.— 1 have met 
him several times. Did you know him as 
the keeper of the hotel? Ans. — 1 knew bin 
as the man that rented Mrs. Surratt's house 
from her, because I copied off the instru- 
ment. Do you recollect seeing him buy a 
buggy on "the way from Washington to 
Snrratsviile on Tuesday. 

Yes, sir. We met his carriage; it drove 
past us; Mrs. Surratt called to Mr. Loyd; 
Mr. L. got out and approached the buggy; 
Mrs. S. put her head out and had a Is Ik 
with him. Did you hear it? No sir. Did 
you hear anything about shooting irons? 
Question objected to by Assistant Judge 
Advocate. The question WM then with- 
drawn. Witness— I heard nothing men- 
tioned about shooting irons. Mrs. S. spoke 
to Mr. L. about having this man Howell 
to take oath and get released, and said she 
was going to apply to Gen. Augur or the 
Judge Advocate lor that purpose. 

How long was the couversation between 
Lloyd and Mrs. Surratt on this occasion? 
Aus— That I could not say exactly; I don't 
think it was more than live or eight min- 
ute:!; I don't carry a watch, and have no 
precise means of knowing. 

By Judge Holt— I understand you to say 
that you did not hear the whole of the con- 
versation? Aus — I did not hear the conver- 
sation between Mr- Lloyd and Mrs. Sur- 
ratt. Mrs. Surratt spoke to Mr. Lloyd at 
some distance from the buggy, and I didn't 
hear it. 

By Mr. Johnson — Do you recollect wheth- 
er it was raining at that time, three o'clock? 
I don't think it was raining at that time. 
It was a cloudy, murky day; I can't say 
whether it wasrainiug'ornot; I don't know. 

The reading of the record was then re- 
sumed, and being tinished by 1:30 o'clock, 
court took recess. 

Alter recess Mr. J. W. Loyd was recalled 
and asked if he could identify the carbines, 
if shown him, as the ones referred to in his 
previous testimony. Witness— The one 
with cover on I do not recognize; I do not 
think tbe cover looks like the same; it was 
a kind of gray cloth; the other 
looks like the one I seen, 1 recog- 
nize the fixture for breech loading, 
which attracted my attention, and I ex- 
amined it. I testilied in my last examina- 
tion that I wasn't certain whether I carried 
the bundle given me by Mrs. Surrat, up 
stairs or not. I cannot now recollect dis- 
tinctly, but think I laid it on the table in 
tbe dining room. 

By Judge Holt— You are sure that it was 
the same bundle that you examined here? 
Answer— Yes sir I am sure it was the same. 

By Mr. Aiken— Did I understand you to 
say you were in liquor at the time you had 
this conversation with Mrs. S.? 

Answer — I was somewhat in liquor, and 
I think I told you on Saturday. And on 
that account is it that you are at fault in 
your testimony, and wish to make expla- 
nations ? Ans.— rl was not positive whether 
I carried the bundle up the stairs or not, the 
question was unexpected, if I had expected 
it I might have recollected more distinctly 
iu my former testimony. 

Testimony of Mary Yanline, examined 
by Judge Holt— Do you reside in the city 
of Washington? I do, at No. 240 G street. 
Do you keep rooms lor rent? I do. Will 
you look at the prisoners at the bar and 
state whether in the month of February 
last you saw any of them, and if so, which? 
Two of those gentlemen had rooms at my 
house — Arnold and O'Laughlin. What 
time in February did they take rooms? As 
near as I can {recollect it was on the the 
10th; I cannot state positively the date. 
Did you know J. W. Booth in his lifetime? 
I knew him by his coming to my house to 
see tbe gentlemen who had rooms. Did he 
or not come very often to see the prisoners, 
O'Laughlin and Arnold? Yes, frequently. 
Would he remain for a good while? As a 
general thing he would go into their room, 
and I could see nothing further of him. 

Did these prisoners leave the city and re- 
turn several times? They left on Saturday 
to go to their homes as I understood in Bal- 
timore. 

Do you know whether Booth accompani- 
ed or not? I think not. Were these inter- 
views between Booth and them alone, or 
was Booth with any one else ? I never saw 



They told you his name was J. Wilkes 
Booth? Yes, Arnold did. I inquired who 
he was; he said J. W. Booth. Did he call 
for them frequently and not find them in ? 
Yes, some times. Did he manifest much 
anxiety to see them? Frequently when 
they were away he would call three or four 
times before they would return. He would 
seem very anxious to see them. Would he 
leave messages for them? Sometimes he 
would request that if they came before he 
called, to say that they would find him at 
the stable. Sometimes he'd go into their 
room and write a note. Look at the photo- 
graph now shown you and say if you recog- 
nize it as the man you call Booth? I do. 
I recognize it as Booth, but it is very poor. 
Do you remember the last time Booth 
played in this city about the 18th or 2oth ol 
March? Yes. Did these prisoners present 
you with complimentary tickets for the play 
that night? Yes; I expressed a wish to see 
him and O'Laughlin gave me tickets. Did 
there seem to be any difference in tbe inti- 
macy of his association with these two men; 
if so, with which was be most intimate? I 
can not say; he would sometimes inquire 
for one and sometimes the other; although 
I think more for O'Laughlin. Did you ever 
see any arms in their room? I saw 
a pistol once, ana only once? 
Did you remember at any time of 
seeing a man call, a very rough-looking 
person, a laboring man or mechanic? Not 
a laboring man, there was a man who used 
to come sometimes. 1 think he passed one 
night with them, from bis coming out early 
in the morning. Do you know his name? 
No, I would know him if I saw him, he 
was what you would call a respectable 
looking mechanic, not what you would call 
a gentleman. Could you describe him at 
all? Not very minutely— his hair looked 
as if it had been exposed to tbe weather. 
Do you recognize him among the prisoners? 
No. Did these prisoners seem to have any 
business transactions with Booth, and if so 
of what character? They said tuey were iu 
the oil trade. Did they seem to have an ex- 
tensive correspondence; did many letters 
come to them? 

Special to Wetlero Associated Press.] 

Washington, May 15.— Mr. Loyd after 
recess to-day was recalled. He identified 
one of the carbines produced in court as the 
one that was left at bis house by Mrs. S. 

Marie Yantine was culled aud testified 
that she lived at 240 G street, and that Ar- 
nold and O'Laughlin took rooms at her 
house in February last. Booth frequently 
came there to see them, and sometimes on 
calling appeared very anxious to see them. 

Arnold tald her it was J. W. Booth, and 
she identified the pbotagraph as Booth's. 
Booth called for O'Laughlin more than for 
Arnold; both men told her they were inter- 
ested with Booth in oil. Arnold and 
O'Laughlin left her house on the 20th of 
March, and said they were going to Penn- 
syl vani. 

H. Williams (colored) testified he knew 
O'Laughlin; met him in Baltimore some 
time iu March, having carried letters to him 
for some time, but did not see hint. 

The prisoner's counsel objected to this 
testimony, which Judge Advocate said was 
introduced merely to prove the intimacy of 
the parties; tbe objection was overruled. 

J. P. Kaily testified he came from Balti- 
more with O'Laughlin on Thursday, pre- 
vious to the murder, tbey slept at the Me- 
tropolitan, and in the morning O'L. went 
up stairs to see Booth, and staid some time. 
Did not see him again till evening. O'L. 
went to Baltimore on the evening of Satur- 
day, after the assassination. His brother 
said they would be after him, on account of 
his intimacy with Booth. At the time 
tbe party went down to Baltimore on 
the Thursday, it was all arranged 
that they should go back on Friday; saw 
no difference in the conduct of O'Laughlin 
from his usual appearance; he thought it 
was liquor which caused them to slay later 
than they meant to. They reached Balti- 
more on Saturday. O'Laughlin's brother 
told him O'Laughlin's party hadbeeu look- 
ing for him, aud would probably arrest 
him. 

Witness remembered and he remembered 
that he remarked ho didn't want to be ar- 
rested at home as it would be tbe death of 
his mother, and announced his intention of 
going elsewhere. Witness testified while 
in Washington Thursday night they were 
together most of the time and he did not | 
know of bis going elsewhere that night. 

Anderson said he was acquainted with 
O'Laughlin, and he hated him. On Fri- 
day he was to see Booth; he did not know 
whether he snw him or not, and could not 
tell what bis business' was with the same. 

K. . I. Slregg testilied that he had known 
O'Laughlin lor several years, and saw hiin 
with Booth early in April. Saw him atone 
time talking with another person whom he 
did not know. Being present witness 
thought that one of the prisoners was the 
person who was talking with Booth and 
O'Laughlin, but would not point him out 
as he could not swear to him. 

L. S. Prague, clerk at the Rirkwood 
House, testified to being present when the 
room was broken open after the assassina- 
tion and saw the revolver which was found 
there. 

David Stanton testified he saw O'Laugh- 
lin at the house of the Secretary of War the 
night before tho murder, and asked him 
what his business was, and he inquired for 
the Secretary of War. 

Decision ot the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. 

New Yohk, May 15. — The Assessors of 
Internal Revenue have been acting under a 
misapprehension concerning deductions. 
The following letter to a citizen will set 
them right: 

Treasury Department, Internal Rev- 
enue, Washington, May 11. — Sir: Your 
letter of May 2d, in regard to the deductions 
from income, is received. I reply that 
where the owner of property occupies the 
same he is well entitled to deduct repairs, 
taxes, insurance and interest on incum- 
brances on such property as if the same 
were rented and produced income, and he 
has the same right even if the property is 
unoccupied.

The Conspiracy Court Martial. 

Washington, May 15.— The witnesses 
examined this afternoon on the Conrt Mar- 
tial showed the intimacy of Booth, Arnold 
and O'Laughlin. Mr. Cox, for the defense, 
objected to the whole of this evidence on 
the ground that the mere fact of intimacy 
was not evidence of conspiracy. The Judge 
Advocate General said they had fully es- 
tablished the intimacy of the parties in | 
Washington, and he simply proposed to 
show that the intimacy existea in Balti- 
more. The court overruled the objection, 
but ordered it to be put on the record. 

It appears from the testimony of David 
Stanton that on the night of the illumina- 
tion, the 13th of April, O'Laughlin was 
prowling around the house of the Secretary 
of War, but, having no business there, he 
was ordered out. General Grant was in 
the parlor at the time. 

Tbe court remained in session till 7 
o'clock. A number of witnesses were ex- 
amined as to the occurrences at the theater 
on the night of the murder.

The Indiana Conspirators. — Dltlereut 
Opinion— Davis to be Tried First for 
High Treason. 

New York, May 15.— The Post's Wash- 
ington special says the prevailing impres- 
sion among officials here is that Davis will 
be tried for high treason before the United 
States Court of this district, and that he 
will not be arraigned before tbe military 
commission now trying tbe conspirators. 
Neaily all the morning session to-day has 
been occupied in reading testimony taken 
Saturday. 

A delegation from Indiana waited on the 
the President to-day, urging a commuta- 
tion of the death sentence of the conspira- 
tors, Bowles, Milligan, and Horsey.

Davis to be Taken IMrectly to Washing- 
ton—Ills Trial to Take Place Immedi- 
ately— Positive Evidence Against Him. 

Washington, May 15 — Jeff. Davis will 
reach Washington the middle or latter part 
of tho week. He will at once be placed on 
trial, probably before the Commission now 
in session. The circumstantial evidence 
implicating him in the conspiracy is becom- 
ing more complete. Positive testimony 
from Richmond will not be wanting us 
skillful detectives are unravelling the 
movements of Surrat, who was in Rich- 
mond shortly before the murder, and had 
more than one interview with Davis. 

National Bank Circulation. 

New York, May 15.— The Tribune's 
Washington special says it is officially 
stated that the circulation of the Na- 
tional Banks amount to f 123,690,000. 
Massachusetts has 176 banks, with $31,- 
513,730 in circulation. New York has 172, 
with $10,461,750; Pennsylvania, has 182, 
with $25,100,590, and Ohio, 125, with $10,- 
545,570. 

The Pennsylvania banks have greatly 
over issued.

Pe sonal relations I have previously 
contracted in it during a long sojourn, and 
sympathies of which lam proud to ha.-e 
received numerous proofs, have made me 
appear without doubt better prepared than 
another to serve as the interpreter of the 
sentiments which animate the Imperial 
Government toward the Government aud 
the people of the United States. In fact, 
the glorious traditions, the importance 
whereof we maintain with pride, do not per- 
mit that France should ever he indiflerent 
to the destinies of this republic. The im- 
mense interests which every day develop 
themselves more fully, will draw together 
more and more closely this noble aud 
ancient alliance. 

I am happy to bring hither on this sol- 
emn occasion the loval and frank expres- 
sion of the wishes which the Emperor, my 
august sovereigu, forms for the complete 
restoration of peace and concord on the con- 
tinent of America. The w hole of I ranee 
participates in the same thought, and will 
always view with satisfaction the 
prosperity aud greatness of the United 
StaP?s Animated by sentiments of deep 
sympathy with America, their Imperial 
Majesties of France share with their nation 
the grief in which the most atrocious of 
crimes has just pluDged the Government 
and tbe people of the United States. 
The President replied as follows: 
Marquis: I cauuot forbear to welcome, us 
dip omatic representative of France, a gen- 
tleman who c aims to be t-trongly attached 
to the United States by those ties incident 
to lamily connection and long previous offi- 
cial residence in ibis country, to which you 
so gracefully allude. Intimacy with the 
head of vour own government which has 
resulted Irom well known antecedents can- 
not fail to impart perhaps universal confi- 
dence to your representation in respect to 
his purposes and policy with reference to 
the United Stales. The people of thiscoun- 
try have a traditioual regard for France 
which was so deeply planted and has been 
so warmly cherished that it must continue 
to flourish and expand unless it should be 
checked by events so uncommon as not to 
be anticipated by ordinary foresight. 

I trust that the result of your mission will 
lie to strengthen and perpetuate a good un- 
derstanding bet ween ihetwo Governments, 
und that jwriect peace may be restored on 
our continent. Pursuant to those wishes of 
your sovereigu, to which you refer, I otlVr 
vou my hearty thauks for the sympathy 
which you express in behalf of their Im- 
perial Majesties for tbe recent tragical events 
in this metropolis.

Washington, April 14.— At the trial or 
the couspirators yesterday the first wituess 
called upou the stand was John Lee, of tbe 
Washington detective police, who tt stifled 
that on the night of Saturday, April 15th, 
in obed.ence to orders of Major J. K. 
O'Brien, he went to the Kirkwood House 
to examine the building. He went to the 
roof and upper stories to see what way 
would be left open for evil disposed per- 
sons to contrive assussiuatiou of Presi- 
dent Johnson, who had that day been 
inaugurated, and was yet stopping 
at the Kirkwood House. Witness, 
after making some examinations, 
went into the silting room aud met there 
the clerk who iulormed him that ou the 
evening previous to the 14th a suspicious, 
villainous looking man had registered his 
name as G. A. Atzurat, and had taken 
room No. 12G, which witness found was 
situated on the floor next above President 
Johnsou's which was almost over tbe latter 
room. The witness, in company with the 
proprietor and clerk of the hotel, went to 
the room aud fouud it locked. They broke 
the door open and found it unoccupied. 
The witness found here.ainongotherthings, 
a large navy revolver, aud a dark coat 
hanging ou the wall, in the pocket of which 
he found the bank book of J. Wilkes Ho >lh 
on the Ontario Kauk of Canada, in which 
Koolh was credited October 1, MML with 
5S4.V). The name of "J. Wilkes Booth" was 
written on the inside and outside of the 
book. In the pockets were also fouud sev- 
eral shirt collars and handkerchiefs, one 
being marked "Mary Booth." Wituess 
then carefully removed the clothing from 
the bed, and betweeu the sheets and the 
mattrass he fouud a large bowie knife, 
about a foot long on which was some rust 
or st tins. All these articles were produced 
in court. 

R. A. Jones, clerk of the Kirkwood 
House, was next sworn. Witness exhibit- 
ed the hotel register, showing the name of 
A. T. Atzurat as occupying room 120. Wit- 
ness stated that Surratt registered his name 
about 8 o'clock on the morning of the 14th 
of April, and paid his bill for one day iu 
advauce, and went up to his room. Ou the 
same day at about half-past 12 o'clock Al- 
zurot came to witness and inquired if any- 
body had been to see him; witness answer- 
ed no person I am aware of. That was tbe 
last time be saw him. The witness was 
asked if he could identity this man. He 
said yes, I could, if I were to see him. The 
witness was directed to look among the tit- 
teen persons on the bench at the end of the 
court-room. There were liftet-n persons, 
eight criminals and seven guards. One of 
the latter sitting along side each prisoner. 
Witness carefully scanned each one, be- 
ginuiug with Dr. Mudd, on the extreme 
left, aud fiassing ou slowly to the right 
till near the extreme right, when his gaze 
fell on tbe lace of defendant , Alzerot. Af- 
ter a slight pause witness said: **This is the 
man," pointing to Atzurat. Witness testi- 
fied that he was present when the officer 
examined room 120, and confirmed so much 
ot the witness's testimony as relates to 
things found in the room. He further says 
the bed had not been occupied on Friday 
ninht, aud thought the bed was undisturb- 
ed; and that the maid informed him in the 
morning that she couldn't get in room 126.

President Johnson invited the new Secre- 
tary most cordially to remain. The ap- 
pointment was tendered him by Mr. Lin- 
coln some time before bis death. 

A letter from Havana, received here, 
states that it was currently reported that 
Maximilian's Prime Cabinet Miuister had 
sailed for Washington to confer with the 
new French Minister there as to tbe rela- 
tions betweu the United States aud Mexico. 

The letter also mentions the rumor that 
Maximilliau, owing to tbe failure of the 
South to secure its independence, and as 
the'probable consequence, bis inability to 
hold on in Mexico, intends to abandon the 
country. 

It is further added that tbe s'uecess of the 
Liberals of late has hastened that conclu- 
sion. 

A large number of officers belonging to 
Sherman's army have arrived hero from 
Bichmond. 

The advance of th ■ army that left Rich- 
mond on Thursday last has alremly reached 
the vicinity of Alexandria. Gon. Sherman 
is momentarily expected here. His refusal 
to have any interview with Gen. Halleck in 
Richmond caused some pleasing counte- 
nances among the officers of his army now 
here.

The Army of Tennessee, under Maj. Gen. 
Howaid, composed of the 15th and 17th 
corps, Maj. Gen. John A. Logan and Maj. 
F. F. Blair, Jr., occupied all the day in 
passing through. No military pageant such 
as is due this army was awarded them, 
but tbe citizens enjoyed and appreciated 
tbe display. 

One characteristic leature distinguished 
the Army of Georgia from the Army of tho 
Potomac, and that was the'sloucb bat worn 
by the Western men in place of the close 
hkull-cap of the Potomac army. The men, 
too, appeared to be in better discipline, and 
marched in close order. 

Up to the time of writing the 14th corps 
bai passe? the iJOth corps was on the pas- 
sage, and tbe JTtb corps would pass on Sat- 
uniav. 

The Committee on the Conductor tbe 
War is continually in session here, and their 
work will be completed in a few days. The 
Court is constituted as it was appointed, 
except that on tbe part of the Senate. 
But kalew succeeds President Johnson, and 
on the part of the House Loan, of Missouri, 
is appointed in place of Covode, not re- 
elected.

yesterday until evening, though rising oi 
the rate of half an incb per hour during 
Sunday night, with fully fifty feet water in 
the chanel at the foot ~of the fulls. The 
weather continues dry, and was very warm 
vestenlay, the thermometer ranging from 
75 to 80 in the shade. 

The falls are abundantly navigable for 
all classes of steamers, and tbe majestic 
new Ruth, the greatest boat in tbe Western 
trade, ascended the falls, direct fiom New 
Orleans yesterday, full to overflowing with 
passengers. 

The wharf space is now confined to the 
little spot of high ground betweeu Second 
and Fourth streets, an island, the river in 
front and a lake of slush, mud and water in 
the rear. 

The river at Cincinnati at noon yesterday 
had fallen I inches, with 50 feet water in 
the cbaunel, and it will be falling hereto- 
day, and no fears need bo entertained by 
the citizens along the river that its tide will 
encroach another inch upou their premises. 

At Pittsburg, yesterday, tho river was 
falling, 10 leet water in tbe c 
rapid decline. 

Capt. Sanders, of the Wren, reports the 
Kentucky river falling fast, and we may 
consider the spring freshet as an occurrence 
of tbe past. 

The officers of tho Ruth, from New Or 
le;uis, report a rise of over twenty-live feet 
water along the lower Ohio, and her trip 
was like climbing a mountain of water. 
Tho river is over its banks in many places, 
inundating a vast scope ot cultivated land, 
and washing out the corn just planted, 
which will prove disastrous to farmers. 

The great steamer Ruth, Capt. Pegram, 
arrived irom New Orleans early yesterday 
afternoon, only five days and twenty hours 
out from port to port— the best trip made in 
five years. She had a cabin full of passen- 
gers, nearly two hundred, and tranferred a 
large number to the evening mailboat 4br 
Cincinnati. They ought to reach Cincin- 
nati in time for the early trains going East 
to-day, and should bo in New York in a 
little over eight days from New Orleans. 
That is like old times, and with such pack- 
ets as the Ruth in the trade it is the most 
desirable route of travel between the North 
and the South. 

The Ruth is the largest and most magni- 
ficent boat on the Western waters— a ner- 
fect paragon of beauty, durability, and i>er- 
fection, with the speed of the wiud, and tbe 
capacity of a Noah's ark. Her tables are 
furnished with all the luxuries of the trop- 
ics aud the Northern markets combined, 
which makes her cabin accommodations 
rival the luxurious magnificence of an ori- 
ental palace. In outfit, general appearance, 
safety, good officers, and good manage- 
ment she stands unrivalled and unequall- 
ed. 

The Ruth, in charge of Captain Geo. Pe- 
gram, returns to New Orleans direct to- 
morrow, Wednesday evening. She is at the 
upper wharf, foot of Third street, and will, 
no doubt, be visited by thousands to-day, 
as she is truly the great wonder of the 
West. 

Our thanks are due to theofflceis ot the 
Ruth for New Orleans papers of the 9th, 
Tuesday last, also for files of late Mobile 
and Vlcksburg papers. Sho made the trip 
from New Orleans to this port in five days 
and twenty hours, from port to pert, in- 
cluding fully 124 hours detentions by the 
military, Ac, making her running time 
only four days and sixteen hours. That's 
hard to heat. 

We learn by special dispatch to Captain 
Pink Varble that the Bermuda from Naah- 
ville will be in port to-day. She is tho reg- 
ular Saturday packet for Nashville from 
this port, running in connection with Pal- 
estine; one of these boats leaving this port 
every Saturday, and one leaving Nashville 
every Saturday. 

Captain Varble merits tbe thanks and the 
patronage ol the merchantile interests of 
the city for promptly placing two good 
boats permanently in tbe Cumberland river 
trade between this city and Nashville. He 
has entered these packets permanently in 
the line, and bas thus far sustained them 
by bis own individual energy and enter- 
prise, and wo hope our citizens will en- 
courage tbe enterprise, and, if necessary, 
add a couple more boats to the line, one to 
leave this port every Wednesday. 

It is contemplated placing two good boats 
in tho trade betweon this city and points 
along tho Tennessee river, and we learn that 
Capt. Darby is desirous of running the 
Irene, either in the White river or the Ten- 
nessee river trade. She is a new boat, built 
here the past season.
